made near Fire 
Island Lightship, which is thirtv five 
miles 
from Sandy 
Hook, the outer 
portal of New York harbor. 
The effort of the submarine to sink 
the 
destroyer is 
the 
first 
definite 
confirmation that hostile submarines 
are 
lurking 
off the 
coast 
of 
the 
United States.

We are facing a 
food crisis, and it may be, likely will 
be, necessary luter on, to call all the 
forces from the highway work to cul­ 
tivate the soil and develop tho crops

I shall have no hesi­ 
tancy in lining this if 
the conditions 
arise that now seem inevitable. 
We 
must not allow a day to pass that is 
not so utilized as to

mobilization of our high­ 
way forces for food production.’’ 
In a letter to Commissioner Conk­ 
lin, tho governor says that he hopes 
there will be no delay in making all 
of the state’s arable 
land available
